This comedy of youth was the 
story of Susan Blake (Mary Lou 
Flynn), career girl, and the 
troubles she unintentionally 
forced on those two loyal mus- 
keteers, Johnny Clover (John 
Mason), Editor, and Spud Er- 
win (Bob Knight), Business Edi- 
tor, of the Preston High School 
“Penguin,” after high-pressur- 
ing herself into the position of 
Co-Editor. 

Before the end of the Second 
Act, Susan hns managed to near- 
ly bankrupt the paper, ruin the 
musketeer’s friendship, and give 
them the measles. 

When Susan's innocent enthu- 
siasm has nearly wrecked John’s 
life and career, he goes to his 
father who advises him, "It’s 
time you learned women have 
always been getting men into 
trouble 'Ever Since ETve’.” 

Though a play of youth, it is 
not entirely without a touch of 
scandal. Martha Willard (Peg- 
gy Champlain), former newspa- 
per woman who resigned to 
teach journalism, and her prin- 
cipal, Henry Quinn (Bob Tifft), 
youngest High School principal 
in the state, are involved in false 
news stories printed in the "Pen- 
guin" at the time when Susan 
is Managing-Editor. 

John’s love life is another mad 
affair involving Lucybelle Lee 
(Nancy Van Den Kerckhoven) 
the Southern belle who captures 
the hearts of the members of the 
football team, (Doug Schumann, 
John Knowles, Dick Chick, Mike 
Edmands, and Dick Douglass), 
but, also of John, much to the 
heartache of Susan.

We might be in Washington where every day brings 
new crises and new tensions, and problems that have to be 
solved yet seem to have no answer. But we are not. We are 
griping because we have too much homework. We don’t stay 
up all hours without sleep trying to save our country and 
those that live in it. We stay up because we have put off do- 
ing that which, had we not gone uptown for that soda, we 
would have had done. 

To he sure, we do have problems, and they ARE heavy. 
But we’ve got to learn to take them in our stride. And we’ve 
got to learn not to put things off! That is our greatest fault. 
You know it, and I know it. If we could only learn to use 
our time wisely, half of our problems would be automatic- 
ally solved. 

Someday we will have families to support, and new 
problems will arise. IIow well we meet these problems that 
we find here at school will determine how well we get along 
in our family life and how well our children will be brought 
up. It is up to us, NOW. 

Those problems we must solve as adults are the ones 
that are going to be tough. What we decide then may well 
be difference between life or death, liberty or slavery. So 
let’s stop worrying so much about the problems we have 
now. Instead let’s do something about them so that when we 
get older we can solve those we meet with strength and con- 
viction that what we do will make a better world, one that 
we will be proud to live in.

GOULD “NEXT BEST’’ IN 
NEW ENGLAND SKI MEET 

For the third consecutive year 
the Gould ski team copped second 
place in the New England In- 
terscholastic Ski Meet, held this 
year at the Middlebury College 
Snow Bowl on February 16 and 
17. The Bethel team was just 
one point short of Hanover, N. 
H.’s, total and four ahead of 
Maine champ Edward Little and 
the host Middlebury team. The 
top three teams in each state 
were qualified and a strong field 
of eleven was entered. 

The Friday morning cross- 
country grind proved the Hus- 
kies’ greatest point-getter, 
though only a fourth place was 
obtained. Edward Little stole 
the show completely here, plac- 
ing five men in the top twelve 
and going ahead of the entire 
field by 5% points. For Gould 
Ferguson was 6th, Chase 14th, 
Lamson 15th, and Streeter 19th. 

That afternoon Gould was 
second to Middlebury in down- 
hill on the icy Worth Mountain 
trail which has a vertical drop 
of 1200 feet in its nine-tenths 
mile length. By practicing on 
the course the day before, the 
Huskies had a distinct advan- 
tage over most competitors, and 
were able to move up to second 
place, one point behind the Ed- 
dies in the overall standing. 
Capt. Streeter led Gould with a 
third; Lamson was 5th, Saun- 
ders 14th, and Chase 19th. 

In the slalom Saturday morn- 
ing Hanover led the field, fol- 
lowed by Middlebury, then 
Gould. Miller of Hanover, who 
had been second in the running 
and had won the downhill was 
again tops, beating Gould’s 
Streeter by six seconds. The 
combination of Lamson’s 13th, 
Putnam’s 16th and Saunders’ 
20th with Streeter's second, 
gave Gould a third and kept 
them in No. 2 spot on the total. 

In the final event Streeter 
showed the superior form which 
had made him New England 
champ the previous year, re- 
taining his crown with 145 
points on the 50 meter Middle- 
bury jump, a scant 1-10 point 
ahead of Swanson of Middle- 
bury. Chase was 15th, Emery 
18th, and Putnam 24th, as Gould 
placed second behind the Au- 
burn team, beating both Leb- 
anon and Hanover. 

Streeter was the meet’s sec- 
ond highest individual point- 
getter, pacing his team well 
with a first, second, third, and 
nineteenth. 
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SKIERS SECOND AT U. S. 
EASTERN CHAMPIONSHIPS 

On March third our ski team 
finished its very successful sea- 
son at Andover, Maine, where 
the U. S. E. A. S. A. team cham- 
pionships were held. The Ando- 
ver team foreran the events and 
the six teams competing were: 
Old Forge, N. Y., Lebanon, N. 
H., Hanover, N. H., Lyndon, 
Vt., Edward Little and Gould. 

In the downhill event Gould’s 
captain, Les Streeter, placed 
first with a time of 53.3. Ralph 
Miller of Hanover had a time 
of 54.8 and took second. Tom- 
my Lamson of Gould ran a close 
third with 55.9. 

The cross country was won 
by speedy Norm Ferguson for 
Gould with a time of 31.14 min- 
utes. Dick Osgood of Edward 
Little gained second place with 
a 32.15 minutes run. Les Street- 
er and Tom Lamson took third 
and fourth for Gould. 

The end of the first day look- 
ed good for Gould, but on the 
second day, hampered by Les 
Streeter’s injury in the slalom, 
Gould lost out on the slalom 
and jumping. 

Edward Little won the meet 
with a four-event total of 367.92 
and Gould took second place 
with 362.94. Lyndonville, Hano- 
ver, Lebanon and Old Forge 
placed in the preceding order.
